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REMARKS 



Reconsideration of the above-identified application in view of the 
amendments above and the remarks following is respectfully requested. 

Claims 1-67 are pending in this Application. Claims 1, 6, 8, 9, 12, 14-16, 18, 
24, 29, 30, 32, 33, 67 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e). Claim(s) 
2-5, 7, 10, 11, 13, 17, 19-23, 25-28, 31 and 34-66 have been indicated as containing 
allowable subject matter. Claims 68-103 are withdrawn, but applicant believes they 
should be examined, at least in part. Claims 34, 68 have been canceled herewith. 
Claims 1, 2, 25 have been amended herewith to include limitations from allowable 
claims; claim 1 including limitation of claim 34 and claims 2 and 25 being converted 
into independent form and including the limitations of claim 1. Claim 29 has been 
amended to change its dependency to that of claim 2, in view of the amendment of 
claim 1 to include the limitations of claim 34. Claim 35, formerly dependent on claim 
34, is now dependent on claim 1. 



The Examiner rejected claims 1, 6, 8, 9, 12, 14-16, 18, 24, 29, 30, 32, 33, 67 
under 35 USC 102(e) as being anticipated over U.S. Patent 6,843,158 of Garcia, et al. 

Applicant amended Claim 1 to include the limitations of claim 34 which was 
indicated as allowable in the office action. Consequently, Applicant asserts that 
amended claim 1 is an allowable independent claim. 

Claims 6, 8, 9, 12, 14-16, 18, 24, 29 are dependent claims on claim 1 and left 
unchanged. However, claims 6, 8, 9, 12, 14-16, 18, 24, 29 are consequently allowable 
as being dependent on amended claim 1, an allowable independent claim. 



Allowable claim 2, originally dependent on claim 1, is now amended to 
include the limitations of original claim 1. The amended claim 2 is now an
